itics Away From 


Politicians 


(By FREDERIC J. HASKIN' 


Washington, D. C., Dec. 28.—A 


senate selected by a method wholly 
antagonistic to the devious ways of 
ordinary politics. A senate compos- 
ed of men whose primary qualifica- 
tion for the honor is a record ser- 
vice to the public and achievements 
reflecting honor upon the nation. 
A senate tnrough whose portals it 
will be more difficult for a politician 
to pass than 
for the proverbial 


camel to pass through the needle's 
eye.

Has thtre ever been such a sen- 


ate? Will there ever be? Or, js it 
merely a dream of idealistic experi- 
mentalists in governmental affairs? 


The answer to the first question 


is, !N 
Tp. The answer to the second 


que tion is Yes, perhaps. 
To the 


t.nrd the reply must be made that 
obwously it is a dream of Idealists, 
but it must be added that it is far 
morp tangible than most dreams, for 
it is about to be tried out. 


The senate of the Irish Free State 


is to be this unique legislative body, 
if peace comes to the Emerald Isle 
and the Irish have an opportunity 
:o work out their own political des- 
tmities under the new constitution 
of the Free State. Needless to say 
he experiment will be watcned with 
the closest interest throughout t" e 
world, and particularly from this 
side of the Atlantic. 


The lush senate, the constitution 


provides, is to be composed of two 
members representative of each ac- 
credited Irish university and of 56 
members representative at large of 
men O- attainments in Ireland. The 
senators will be elected by popular 
vote, but the candidate from amcng 
wr.om the people will make their 
choice will be nominated in a most 
unusual fashion. Three times as 
many candidates as there- are sen- 
ators to be elected will have their 
names on the ballot. Of these nomi- 
nees two-thirds will be selected by 
he Irish chamber of deputies, a 
)0dy corresponding: to the lower 
touse of congress in tms country, 
and the other third will be nominat- 
ed by the senate itself. 


The term of office of a senator is 
sed at 12 years, twice that of an 


United States senator. One-fourth 
if tne membership of the Irish sen- 
ate is to be elected every four years, 
wh-.-eas in this country one-third of 
the senators are chosen every two 
years. 


But it Is in its provisions ~as to 


the qualifications of the candidates 
for the senate that the Free Slate 
constitution is of especial interest. 
It stipulates that before a man can 
be made a candidate he "must have 
done honor to the nation by reason 
of useful public service", or he must, 
because of special qualifications or 
attainments, "represent important 
aspects of the nation's life". 


Under such limitations it is con- 


ceivable that a politician might get 
into the Irish senate, but it would 
not be by playing the game o° poli- 
tics, or being a politican. He would 
have to have a record of acheve- 
ments in other fields more likely to 
commend him to tne consideration 
of the public. Manifestly, too, the 
senatorial candidates would owe no 
allegiance to parties, nor could their 
nominations be dictated or controll- 
ed by party bosses or special inter- 
ests. 


Men who attain to seats in the 
Irish upper house may be represen- 
tative of almost every line of human 
endeavor—art, 
science, 
literature, 


industry, finance, education, medi- 
cine, the ministry, the law and what 
not. They may be poets, soldiers, 
engineers or priests, painters, publi- 
cists, farmers, profesors, labor lead- 
er, captains of industry, "doctors, 
lawyers, merchants, cniefs", but it j 
is a fair gamble that the percentage 
of the men of the law will not bf so 
high as it is in the personnel of 
national legislators in these United 
States. 


Men will not seek the senatorial 
tosa In Ireland for the sake of the 
office and the power it symbolizes. 
They will strive for pre-eminence in 
their chosen fields of endeavor in 
the hope that the toga will be con- 
ferred upon them as a recognition 
of merit." carrying- with it an oppor- 
tvnitv for further and greater ser- 
vice to the people. They will enter 


the 
ewnate, 
not 
to make their 


careers, but to round them out. 
They will not bo great men becuuuo 
they ore senators; tney will be sen- 
ators because, they are grcnt nu-n. 


It would be Interesting to read 


the biographies of such senators, 
and' then follow the record of the 
proceedings of such a senate. 


It Is Interesting, also to speculate 


upon the possibility of trying «uch 
a revolutionary idea in the United 
Statestfnd how It might be worked 
out.

I|i order not to increase the 
membership of the senate to un 
wieldly proportions, the apportion- 
ment would give one senator to each 
state and 48 to the country at l.'rge, 
instead of two to each state as at 
present. Fixing tne term at 12 
years, 32 senators woul ba elected 
every four years, instead of every 
two years.

filled. Two 
of the 
nominees for 


each each senator lepresentative of 
a state would be selected bv the 
state legislature and one vvoiild be 
ramed by the national house of rep- 
resentatives. 
Such senators would 


be elected by the popular vote of 
their respective states. 'Two-thirOs 
of the nominees for senators at-large 
would be selected by the national 
house of representatives and one- 
third by th,e senate itself. 
These 
senators would "be elected by a na- 
tion-wide popular vote. 


To caTy the speculation a step 


further with a view of arriving at 
some idea of the kind of men who 
would find their way to the Un.ted 
States senate under such a system, 
it may be recalled that some time 
ago a Kw York newspaper invited 
a large number of representative 
men and women to submit lists in 
rnswer to the question as to who 
are t-.e 12 greatest living Ameri- 
cans. 
The 12 names included most 


often in the lists were those of an 
inventor, a 
college president 
a 


manufacturer, an engineer, a law- 
yer, a general, an industrial chief- 
tain, another lawyer, an artist, a 
judsre, a novelist and a publicist.
